needless to repay Mr. Bancroft's costs 
and labors with phrases of congratula- 
tions. He has done what he wanted to 
do. He has raised his Pacific district 
into higher importance in the educated 
worid, and every one appreciates his 
work. By making accessible so much 
valuable material, and sweeping uway so 
much accumulated rubbish, he has made 
a great movo toward the production of a 
real system of American anthropology, 
sotno outline of which ha may even 
hope to see in his lifetime. We trust 
this example may lead others to the like 
work in regions whose ethnological ma- 
terials are unmanageable because no 
student can get them before him as a 
whole. Especially we want a Bancroft 
for India, and a Bancroft for Asiatic 
Russia." 


The 21st day o£ September has been

But if 
there should be littleor no intimida- 
tion, it will not follow this year that 
the colored vote -will be cast in the 
Sonth for the Kepnblican ticket. 


There is a good deal of that per- 


susasion -which makes the colored 
man see this year that it will be bet- 
ter to vote for the ticket his white 
neighbors support. 
Ha has tried 


the carpet-bagger and been greatly 
disappointed.

Ha went out and 
bribed MI operator to send the telcigram 
as if it was a private matter ot his (the 
operator's) own, in which case the free- 
masonry between telegrapher* would 
certainly insure its getting through. The 
message consisted 
of three words: 


"Stanrt—Got Okra." Meanwhile Stuart 
and his cook were au desapoir waiting 
tJ Emow whether or not Baifttt had se- 
cured the okra, and, after being in sus- 
pense till late in the aftetnoon, Stuart de- 
termined to go down to the telegraph of- 
fice, "For," saidhe, "Larry mast have 
sent me a message." So they started to go 
down town, and, when about half-way 
there, saw a crowd gathered around the 
bulletin-board o! newspaper office, on 
whi'-h was displayed ia huge letters:

-the artist's friend, companion, and 
nestimable consoler. No men in 
fe love their profession so much as 
ainters—except, perhaps, actors, 
ho, when not engaged themselves, 
.ways go to the play. Having said 
lus much conccrmngtlie art, let us 
ow turn to the 


ABTI&TS. 


The artistic temperament is BO pc- 
uliar and varied, possessing 
&o 


many and apparently contradictory 


lements, that it is extremely diffi- 
ult of analysis. The qualities that 
:iould go to make up a true artist 
re easy to be conceived of, but we 
nd very few who fill tho bill. Our 
deal artist should possess all the 
atural attributes oJ a good char- 
cter, strength of intellect, biil- 
iancy of fancy and vividness of 
magination, should have quick per- 
eption, a tenacious memory and be 
perfect master of the theories aad 
*chniqne of art. He should know 
ill schools, theirprinciples of work- 
ng, and their comparative strength 
nd weakness, and above ull be im- 
ined with an unswerving and tin- 
elfish love of bis art. Such men 
were .Raphael Titian, Sir Joshua 
leynolds and others whose names 
nd pictures have come down to UB 
ha wonder and delight of ageu. 
?he average artist of to-day is a man 
of average intellect. He is, per- 
mps, more philosophical than his 
jeers ia other professions; but bis 
wants are fewer and his pleasures 
impler. His seclusion is an excuse 
or the retention of certain eccen- 
rieities and angles of character 
which in msn of other professions 
are dispelled by social attrition. 
Artists are not unfreqnently boorish 
n society, but this boorishneis (if 
t may so be called), is the result of 
eclusion and inexperience, rather 
than natural crookedness of mind or 
.emper. Painters are sometimes n& 
msed ol inordinate vanity; but the 
iharge cannot be applied to them 
with any more propriety than to the 
awyer, politician, actor, musician, 
or even the successful trader. To 
sum up then the characteristics of 
the average artist, we find that he is 
very like the average man in other 
irofessions, possessing the average 
ntellect and education and average 
appreciation of the good and evil of 
ife. 


We find him honest, patient, en 


ihusiastic and generous. Sometimes 
jrone to find fault with others who 
lo not see things as he sees them 
Sometimes tinctured with the bitter 
ness of j«alonsy, and consequently 
pnhappy but generally content, re- 
quiring and desiring little beyonc 
what will enable him to prosecute 
lis studies with advantage and suc- 
cess. But from the nature of his 
avocation and his contact with cnlti 
vated society, he Rains, perhaps, 
greater refinement, and develop_es 
From his nature some characteristics 
that may be styled feminine. It i 
in this respect that he rises above tli 
average* man in other walks of Iil 
and assinulates to a certain ezten 
with those best traits of characte: 
that adorn and exalt a woman.
